Philadelphia. Jan. 6.— Bernard W. 
Lewis, the young Pittsburgh million- 
aire who was being sought on a charge 
collateral with the murder of Maizie 
Colbert, the model, committed suicide 
on Thursday at Atlantic City. 

Lewis, traced to the very threshold 
of his suite by detectives, delayed their 
admittance with conversation. He shot 
himself with a .22-ealiber rille just as 
the doors were battered down. 

The bullet entered the temple and 
death was instantaneous. That Lewis 
anticipated arrest and made prepara- 
tions to kill himself is indicated by 
the fact that the rifle' was new. 

Although the detectives do not 
charge Lewis with the murder, they 
declare that his was the collar found 
in the beautiful model's rooms. A 
woman, who saw Lewis Friday night, 
identified it, they assert, by a spot and 
the fact that it was slightly wilted in 
front. 

Lewis was thirty-seven years old, a 
Yale graduate of 1001 and. member 
of the Union, Pittsburgh, Country, 
Oakmont and Pittsburgh Automobile 
clubs.

The protocol made 
public provided simply for the with- 
drawal of the American forces in Me^ 
ico and their replacement by Carran- 
za military forces.

Estill County Holds Record For Pro- 
ductivity, Says Expert.

Irvine. Ky. — Joe Cappeau, of Pitts- 
burg, regarded as one of the most con- 
servative oil authorities in the couiv 
try, recently stated that the great oil 
field in Estill county held the record 
for both the high average of produc- 
tivity of the wells and the certainty 
of production. He is quoted in the Oil 
j and Gas Journal to the effect that out 
of 123 wells drilled in Irvine field dur- 
ing November 118 were producers. In 
other words, the drilling averaged a 
little more than 94 per cent in geod 
wells, an average that is without par- 
allel in any oil field in the world, so 
tar as statistics show. 

The oil business is usually regarded 
as one of the most hazardous, but in 
the Irvine field it is more certain than 
the ordinary mercantile pursuits, 
where the successes are only about one 
out of ten. The fact that only about 
six failures result In every one hun- 
dred wells drilled at Irvine accounts 
in some degree for the great rush of 
operators to obtain holdings in the 
field. 



GOVERNOR BRINGS GLOOM 



Million Dollar Dam on Dix Riv«r 
Near Danville Is First Step 
to Be Taken. 

Western Newspaper L'nion News Service. 

Danville, Ky. — Two of the greatest 
electric power plants in the world may 
be erected on the line of the Queen & 
Crescent route and the entire train 
movements, including freight train, 
may, in the not distant future, be oo- 
erated by electricity. 

Louis Herrington, of Richmond, and 
George A. McRoberts. ot Danville, in 
combination with other Central Ken- 
tucky and Eastern capitalists, have 
a plan on foot to erect a million-dollar 
power dam across Dix river, east of 
Danville, and thus establish a great 
electric power plant at this point. The 
banks of Dix river are more than 100 
feet high. and. ^ properly dammed, 
enough reserve water can be secured 
to run a power plant for years. 

A movement is also on foot to har- 
ness Cumberland talis and use the 
power for an immense electric pkfnt. 
While nothing has been made public, 
it is known that officials of the Queen 
& Crescent route are figuring on util- 
izing the power from these two im- 
mense plants In the operation of a'l 
their trains between Cincinnati and 
Chattanooga, a distance of more than 
300 miles. 

The Queen & Crescent route wa., 
some months ago. awarded the Harrl- 
man prize for its "safety first" poli- 
cies, and now the matter of providing 
smokeless and cinderless trains is b«v- 
ing investigated. The officials are also 
figuring on putting another tunnel 
through Ging's Mountain, thus en- 
abling *he double tracking work to be 
continued through the 
section of the sta^e.

Lot 1 received a ration of shelled 
corn, ground corn, eight parts, and 
meat scraps, five parts. Lot 2 received 
a ration of shelled corn, ground corn, 
<-ven parts; bran, th»ee parts, and 
neat scraps, five parts. Lot 3 had 
shelled corn, one part, and wheat, four 
parts, with one part of oats, and a 
mash composed of ground corn, three 
parts; bran,. four parts; middlings, four 
parts, oil meal, one part, and meat 
scraps, two parts. Each lot had access 
fo grit, oyster-shell and charcoal. Lot 
1 produced lSTi.9 eggs, Lot 2, 1S9.8, and 
Lot 3, ^01.6 eggs per hen, af^a cost 
of 8.73. 8.54 and 10.96. cents per dozen, 
respectively. The profit -from Lot 1 was 
$2.09: from Lot 2, $2.15, and from Lot 
3, $1:98 for each hen In the respective 
groups. The ration for Lot 3 not only 
cost more but was more trouble to pre- 
pare. If we looked at the number of 
eggs only, it might seem that 201.6 
eggs were far better than 185.9 or 
189.8, but the profit la what we are 
after — the most money with the least 
trouble. The farmer needs especially 
to look to his profits this year of high- 
priced grain. Careful accounts are the 
only means of determining the cost of 
eggs per dozen, and the best-paying 
ration.

IDEAL CHICKEN HOUSE FOR FARM FLOCK 




POULTRY HOUSE FINDS FAVOR IN KANSAS. 



There are as many types of chicken 
douses as there are of poultry raisers, 
and but few of these houses approach 
the Ideal, asserts N. L. Harris, super- 
intendent- of the poultry plant, Kansas 
Agricultural college. 

"The ideal chicken house should be 
at least 20 feet long and 18 feet wide," 
says Mr. Harris. "The height should 
be such as will be convenient to the op- 
erator — about nine feet in front and 
lot less than four feet at the back. 

"With a house of these dimensions, 
there will be no frozen combs, even in 
severe winter weather. Frozen combs 
iiwiwlsjLj— Wll from keeping poultry in 
small houses where good ventilation 
is a difficult matter.

DEVELOP OOCYTES FOR EGGS 



No Hen Lives Long Enough to Produce 
More Than Small Pecentage of 
Undeveloped Eggs. 

Automatically every normal hen 
would appear to be fitted to become 
a good layer. Certain it Is that no 
hen lives long enough, or remains 
in condition long enough, to develop 
all, or more than a small percent- 
age of the undeveloped eggs on her 
ovary. In counts made at Maine 
experiment station from 914 to 3,605 
oocytes (undeveloped eggs) were 
found In the ovaries of some 15 hens 
examined, and only those visible to 
the unaided eye were counted. Three 
hens showed better than 1,000 oocytes 
each five showed better than 1,500 
undeveloped eggs each; five better 
than 2,000 each; and one yielded a 
count of 3,605 undeveloped eggs. 

In the investigations It was shown 
that the number of oocytes visible 
on the ovary bore no definite or 
constant relation to the actually re- 
alized ogg production of the speci- 
men. 

Apparently actual egg production 
depends upon many things besides he- 
reditary characteristics and anatomical 
differencta. It Is easy to understand 
that Influences which affect the Indi- 
vidual specimen may play a very large 
part In producing conditions favorable 
to maturing the undeveloped eggs 
of the ovary and the actual laying of 
same. Potentially, from an anatom- 
ical standpoint, almost every hen Is 
a thousand-egger or better. 

It remains for us to develop and ob- 
tain the eggs. Of course, many oocytes 
never develop and mature. Hens 
which have made a record of 1,000 
eggs in their lifetime are still rare 
birds.

The manner of lighting and ventl 
lating a poultry house is always im- 
portant, in the opinion of Mr. Harris. 
Too much glass in a poultry house 
raises the temperature In the day and 
permits rapid radiation at night. The 
resulting wide variation of day and 
night temperatures is always injurious 
to the health of the fowls. 

Probably the best means of providing 
adequate light and ventilation is to 
have two windows in the south side of 
the building with a cloth curtain be- 
tween. During stormy days, while the 
curtain is closed, the windows will pro- 
vide sufficient light and the curtains 
will allow sufficient vi 
permitting drafts. 

PROPER CARE OF COCKERELS 

Young Fowls Will Need Plenty, of 
Right Kind of Food and Shelter 
for Best Development 

Those who have good cockerels 
needed for breeding birds In their own 
flocks will see to it that they are 
properly cared for. The young cock- 
erels will need plenty of the right 
kind of feed and the proper shelter 
and protection so they may develop 
into good birds. 

The mistake is sometimes made of 
not keeping enough cockerels for the 
number of hens needed on the farm. 
As a result of this, farm flocks some- 
times produce too small a per cent 
of fertile eggs. This means consider- 
able loss for the infertile egg unused 
in incubation is almost if not a com- 
plete loss. 

Jt is not easy to tell the kind of 
birds young cockerels will make, at 
least while they are quite young. It 
is necessary generally to keep the 
birds till their type, plumage and 
general individuality can be ascer- 
tained. The best is none too good and 
no one should afford to keep poor cock- 
erels. Should none of your flock be 
suitable, then dispose of all and get 
good cockerels to breed up your flock. 
This will be economical In the end. 



FEEDING CORN TO CHICKENS 



Wasteful Practice Where Fowls Are 
Confined and Not Given Greens, 



Feeding corn to hens of no particu- 
lar breed shut up in small quarters will 
not get enough eggs to pay. But pure- 
bred stock, bred by a breeder who 
knows his business, if given a chance, 
will make good use of good feed. 

Chickens need variety. Feed them a 
variety of grains, greens, charcoal, 
lime, plenty of grit, and If it is neces- 
sary to confine them, feed fresh meat 
twice a -week. 

If |a houses? keep them plenty warm 
and dry. 

Do not forget to keep than well sup- 
piled with water. 



MILK IN F EEDING CHICKENS 

Will Greatly Increase Egg Production 
— Carbohydrates Do Not Offset 
Necessity of Protein. f 



The use of milk in feeding chickens 
will greatly Increase egg production. 
- The hen never lays an egg until 
all the ingredients necessary for the 
complete development of a chick are

Since the egg contains protein as 
well as carbohydrates, any amount of 
carbohydrates fed in the form of grain 
will not offset the necessity of protein. 

Milk given to the birds, either as a 
drink or In the form of wet mash, will 
greatly increase egg production. 

DUST BATHS ARE NECESSARY
